2. According to the un on this management is engaged in the pro 
duction and sale of Ayurvedic medicines. For that purpose they have got 
plantations alsu and employs workers in both thiçse sections. 

The manage 
ment entered into certain gettleinents with the union regarding wages but 
they began to violate the terms of these settlemenis . All the workers 
prot sted against this . They denied employment to workers and retrenched 
ihor . This is an arbitrary act of the minagement which cannot be justified : 
in any way . This is also in violation of the agreement with the union . So. 
they want all the workers to be reinstate with back wagesi

3. In the reply statement filed by the management they trace the origin 
and develozrent of this Ashram , They say that this is not an industry , 
en taged in any industrial activity . This is founded by a Sanyasin for propa 
galing his teachings. All the members who are there either as disciples or 
innates liave got an equal r@ sponsibility and in order to attain self sufficiency 
they have got plantations and also other undertakings. There are some 
children and for them they have established a school. All the inmates 
have to work and sometimes somemay not be doing well or some would 
have goneout and during such contingencies they engage, casual workers. 
Dut at no time they have employed these pert011 . OD 


a pormanent basis. 
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Most of the work is done by the members of this Samajam aud none of these 
persons mentioned in the reference order are members of this Samajam . 
This samajam does not have the scope to employ these 3 persons at any 
time . They say that tere is nu coployer -employee relationship betwren 
these workers and this Sarnajain . This Samajam is not a registered firm . 
It is an unregistered body governed by its own byclaw s . They are prepar-. 
ing inedicines mainly for their own use and they are not engaged in 
production and salc otimeliciñe w th the assistance of any budy exceps ? 
irimates. This Samajamn has at no ţime agreed to treat these persons as their 
workmen . Nobody who can legally represent the Samajam has entered into 
any agreement for and on behalf of the samajan . No wage increase was 
also given to the workers as alleged by the union . These persons mentioned 
in the reference order are caqual workers employed by so many employers 
and on some occasions the Ashram inight have engaged some of hem as 
casual labourers. But none of them were engaged on a permane it basis. 
The sa najam has got several Ashrama and disciple, and they require medi 
cines. But the production and sale of medicines is not carried on as an 
industry, and they have not employed at any time more than 5 workers as 
casual workers . 

4. The union statement does not disclose particulars regarding the 
entry of service of these employees, the leagth of service , wages paid and 
other particulars. It does not clearly state the date on which these persons 
were retrenched . These details are not mentioned becau e the union has no 
clear case of its own about these particulars. For these reasons they say that 
they are not entitled to any benefit at all. 

5. There is a rejoinder by the union . There they say that this conten 
tion of the management that there is no employer-emplsyee relationship 
between this ,management and the workers is not correct. Th.cre was an 
agreement between this management and the union on 17-12-1968 . This is 
followed by another agreement dated 21-9-1967: On 9-11-1970 they entered 
into a third agreement. This statement of the management that there is no 
employer-employee relationship is not correct. The management denied 
employment to these werkers for no reason at all and no charge sheet was 
also issued . 

6. After filing this statement the parties adduce I cral and documentary 
evideace . The Secreary of the Union is WW1. This Sazsınjam runs.a 
unit for production of Ayurvedic medicines . There are workers there. The 
raw materials required for preparation of medicines are cultivated in the 
garden . There was an agreerani between thismanagement and the union . 
Copy of the agreementis Ext. Wi. Sonemediators also signed it. The 
generalmanager of the Ashram signed it on behalf of the mangemen . It 
will be seen from this agrecnient ihat the management has rece gnised these 
workers. Their ages are also fixed in it . Afterwards the management 
used to pay this at the rate fixed in the agreement. The wo kurs used to 
give signed receipts also for receipt o wages. After some time they begin la 
violate the terms of the agreement and then the union . asked the manage 
ment to implement the same. They refused to do this. When the workers 


• puolested they denied employment to 39 employees. 

None of them were 
empl.yed thereafier. They are all to be reinstated with back wages . The 
letters received from themanagement in reply to the demand notice are 
Ext. W2 and W3. 

7. In cross -cxamination he says that he gave the details for preparing 
• the union statement and he signed it. He knew from the talk with the 

management that this is a registered firm . This is stated to be an industrial 
dispute on the basis that the firm is en jaged in the manufacture and sale of 
Ayurvedic medicines. The relief is asked for the workers employed in the 
unit engaged in the manufacture of Ayurvedic medicines. The management 
increased the wages but that is not on the bass oi an agreement. There was 
only one agreement. These workers joined on various dates. He cannot 
say the dates on which these persons joined . He also cannot say what work 
was being dune by each individual workman . Themanager for the depart 
ment of agriculture has signed Ext. Wlon behalf of the management. It is 
not correct to say that the general representative of the Samajam alone has 
got the right to sign an agree:nent on behalf of the management. The 
Samajam Presidentwas also present at the time of signing this settlement. It 
was siated that the head f the department is authorised to sign and so the 
pres dent did not sign it. For about two to thre. yea s they acted in accord 
ance with the terms of the settlement. An industial dispute arose only when 
they discharged these workers. The union has sent two letters after this 
agreement. They were replied by the management . He cannot say whether 
the paper reports saying that the situation in the management premises was 
not peaceful is true. Ext. M2 and M3 are letters signed by the union . 
These 39 workers were paid different rate of wages and he does not know the 
particu ars. They did not approach the Lahoir D.partment to get the agree 
ment signed by them . He denies tiie sugg stion that the union did not 
approach the Labour Department because of the fear that the department 
may say that ihis is not an industrial unit . It is also not correct to say that 
. they used to employ workers only in the absence of their regular inmates to 
do the work . All the persons were retrenched on the same day . There was 
a satyagraha after this. Reports came about this satyagraha in the press. 
The management Ilas cancelled many of the works . They are not now 
growing medicinal shrubs and plants. Now they are not irrigating the 
• coconut trees. In re-examination he says that they are not irrigating since 
they are not having enough workers. Some of the retrenched workers were 
doing that formerly . 

8. WW2 says that he knew about the dispute regarding wages between 
the management and the workéts. He signed agreement Ext. Wl. , The 
then . L : A . also siged it. That agrecraent contained the names of 
pers is who are recognised as workers under the managemint. The inana 
z ment was represented by the manags of their agricultural department. 
There was an agitation and the management refused to employ these persons. 
Taen he adds that Ext. Wl was signe 1 after an agitation . After the agree 
meni bile management did not implement the terms and again there was an 
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agitation . In cross- examination he says that there were only two agtations. 
This is the cvidence on behalf of the union . 

9. The general representative of Samajam isMWI. He says that this 
is not a firm or an industry . This is a charitable institution . Ext. M4 is the 
copy of the order showing the dicision of the Sales Tax Authorities, declar 
ing this as a charitable in titution . The Land Board has certified by Ext. 
M5 that this is a charitable institution of public nature. The inmates of the 
Ashram make out thcir livelihoorl by cultivating the land. They prepare 
medicines also from the Ashram .. They used to call out workers for pluck 
ing coconuts or for spraying insecticid s. This will be necessary only for 
30 or 40 days in a year. At the maximum they call only 4 or 5 casual 
workers on one day, and no such persons are employed permanently. They 
have never employed these 39 persons continuously at any time, and they 
have not retrenched them . Persons who are alleged to have signed Ext. W1 
had no au hority to sign for and on behalf of the Ashram . He was coerced to 
sign it. The persons who have raised this di pute caused a lot of loss and 
damage to the Ashram and this will be seen from the press reports produced 
and marked -as Ext. M7 series. The Ashram has no responsibility to 
pay back wages or benefits to the persons třentioned in the reference order. 

10. In cross-examination he says that he is authorised to give cvidence 
on bahalf of the Ashram . The general body meeting of the Asliram elected 
him . It is not for a fixed period. They do n.t have separate de partments 
for agricultu e , commerce or for preparation of medici).es. I be encral 
body appointed him exclusively for agriculture . The agriculture and pre 
paration of medicine are connected with each other. They cultivate 
medicinal plans. They manufacture medicines using these plants. There 
are depots for sale of medicines. It is run on a no profit .no loss basis . The 
sale price is fixed taking into account the rent of the building, remuneration 
paid to persons in charge of the depot and other such incidental expenses. 

11. The Ashram had authorised one person to be in charge of medicine 
Section . They had other persons in charze of agriculture. This manage 
ment has never entered into any agreerdent with the union fixing the scale 
of pay of workers. Nobody is authorised to sign such an agreement. He 
was asked whether the original of Ext. W - 2 was signed by one person called 
Ramesh and he says that it may be his signature. They have never employed 
35 workers. There are no documents about any of the workers mentioned 
in Ext. Wi. Somebody would have signed the agreement because of threat. 
Thay have get the byelaws and as per this the general representative is the 
person authorised to act on behalf of the Samajam . He does not know who 
are all authorised to be in charge of various sections. The workers demanded 
employment and they said that they should not be disaharged . They have 
not discharged anybody Th se 3 person were never employed thicre. No 
receipts are obtained for disbursement of wages. He says that there was no 
proper agreement: 

12 : In re -examination lie says that he is at present working at 
Badagara . He has seen persons working there. These : 39 persons were 


never employed there and employment was not denied to them at any time. 
This is the gist of the evidence recorded in this case . 

13. The one contention raised by the management is that they are not 
running an industry and so this is not an industrial dispute. They refer to 
the origin of the samajam . They have also produced the rules of this 
Samajam ." It was founded for propagating certain principles and those who 
believed these principles joined it . They had their own land for cultivation 
and they wanted to earn their livelihood by independed means. They started 
certain departments . One such department is for production of Ayurvedic 
medicines. MW , I would say that this unit is running on a no profit no loss 
basis. The byelaws referred to by MW : ! show that their departments are 
expected to run profitably and profit should be ploughed back in the esta 
blishment . It may not be very correct to say that this is a unit which does 
not make any profit at all. In order to establish that a unit is an industrial 
undertaking coming within the definition of an industry within the meaning 
of Industrial Disputes Act it must have certain specified qualifications. The 
union in this case some how has not taken the trouble to put forth necessary 
evidence to establish this. In this connection the management refers to the 
proceedings of the Assistant. Sales Tax Officer, Badagara declaring this 
Oushadhasala as an institution exempted from the payment of tax . This is 
also declared to be a charitable institution . Tliere it is " Sivananda Vijayam 
Oushadhazala ? . Another document referred to in this case is the proceed 
ings of the Land Board , Trivandruin . The Land Board by this order 
declares that the Sidhasamajam is a religious and charitable institution of 
public nature. But they do not refer to the extent of business done by the 
Samajam . It is also not clear as to what portion of it is utilised for the 
production and sale of medicines. "What amount of profit is ploughed back 
in the establishment is not clear. The capital outlay, the number of persons 
employed , the nature of sales and what proportion ithas got with the total 
expenditure are all not clear. 

14. The union refers to the plantation also.. They say that the 
management has got coconut plantation and also plantation for medicinal 
plants. The particulars regarding these assets and the extent to which they 
contribute to the profitability of the Samajam as a whole are not available in 
this casei So I find that I cannot with the available materials declare that 
this is an industry and so it follows that this is not an industrial dispute. 

15. The Union s case is that all the 39 persons are retrenched since 
they protested against the management s refusal to impicment the terms of 
the greement. In the union rejoinder there is mention about three 
agreements. One on 17-12-1968 , another on 21-9-1969 and the last one on 
9-11-1970 . The one agreement produced here is marked as Ext. Wi and 
that is dated 17-12-1968 . The Management contends that this agreement 
is not signed by the authorised representatives of the Samajam . The union 
refers to two other agreements. They are not produced in this court. So 
the reference to the agrcem nt and the cise that the refusal of the manage 
ment to implement the terms of the agreement prompted them to raise a 
protest are all the facts which are not established by the union The union 
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witness, i.e. the Secretary was not able to say on which date these persons 
were all enrolled by the Samjam as their workers. The length of service of 
these individual workers is also not gi & n by the union . None of these 
concerned workers whose case has been sponsored by the union has eared to 
conte to this court and say the date on which he joined the establishment 
and the date on which he was sentout of the establishment. An order of 
reinstatenfent can be given only if he is legally entitled to it . The date of 
joining and the length of service is a very material aspect. The union does 
not refer to the department in which these persons were working prior to 
this retrenchment. The union has no case that the management after 
retrenchment has employed persons in the sections in ,which they were 
working. The union secretary says that the management has stopped some 
other activities. So this is a case where the necessary, materials are not 
placed by the union before this court to arrive it a decision . The manage 
ment s case is that they have not employed ihese persons at all. The union 
had the added responsibility to prove that these personswere emploved under 
this management. They have not discharged that duty also . For these 
reasons I hold that the union has not succeeded in establishing that the 
personsmentioned in the reference order are entitled to any relief. Ordered , 
accordingly . 

I pass this award as statted above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.
